dispatch says that King Carlos 'and 
Queen Amelie, 
accompanied 
by the 


Portuguese Minister of Foreign- Affairs 
and a numerous suite, left the capital 
city> today en route to England, where 
•they are to spend a fortnight as the 
guests' of King Edward. _ .The visit 
of the Portuguese ruler to England 
at this time possesses no political sig- 
nificance, as far as can be learned. It 
may be regarded as merely, 'an inter- 
change of those amenities in which 
European moiiarchs are, wont to in- 
dulge and in which King Edward has 
always taken keen delight. 


Not infrequently, however,, the com- 


ing of these royal visitors, to the Eng- 
lishi court is regarded as 'something of 
a bug'bea/r by the royc.1 family arid the 
court of officials upon whom devolves 
the task of providing- accommodation 
and entertainment.
